WASHINGTON, July §.—Lines were Inld
todny by opponents to President Wilson's
legislative program to defeat by flibuster
in the Senate two meanures which he eon-
slders vital—the bllle for natlonal c¢hlld
Inbor contral and for a Covernment-owned
merchant marine.

The opposition comes from both within
and without the Democratic party.

They were numerous prophecles that
either the President must yleld on thess
monsures or that Congress would be in
gension lnte into the fall, not Improbahly
untll election day.

Meanwhile the President’s lenders are at
work endeavoring to speed up matters and
openly declaring that if a fAlibuster wero
started Senutors and Congressmen would
be held in Washington from thelr cam-
palgns until the Preslident's program was
carried through.

The Commerce Committes met today,
supposedly to finiah the ship purchase bill
B0 as to have It ready to present It to
A party caucus tomorrow night. Instead,
loaders found it Impossible even to finish
a reading of the blll, and a move by
Benator Simmons, Administration, for night
messions was defeated.

Also, when Demooratic leaders conferred
with Republicans they found the Iatter
prepared to filibuster, not only agalnst the
ship purchase bill, but agalnst every other
measure which precedes it. Actual dilatory
tactics were resorted to on the agrleultural

NEGROES PLAN ACTION
T0 HALT REMOVAL OF
POLICE OF THEIR RACE

Masgs-Meeting Scheduled for To-
morrow Night as Effort to
Prevent Elimination
From Force

CLASH WITH MERCHANTS

Negroes will hold an Indignation meeting
tomorrow night, when actlon will bo taken
In an attempt to prevent what Bishop L. T,
Coppin described todny as "o preliminary
effort to ellminats negroes enticely from the
pollce force of Philadelphin” The meeting
will ba held nt the Allen A. A, 1. Church,

17th and Balnbridge streets, G. Grant
Willama will preside and Andrew F.
Btevens will be mecrotnry. Tha list of

apenliers has not been announced, but It was
sald that it would include the “oity's ropre.
sentntive colored men.”

The South Strect Business Men's Asso-
clation Is held responsible by the negroes
for the removal of the pollcemen over
whom the war I8 balng fought with econo-
mie woeapons. Horry Levy, [to preaident,
today denled this, and offered to give $100
to any negro charity {f the assertion could
be proved. He also sald that a boyreott
ngainst the white merchants was belng
waged for political reanons, and that the
better element of “colored people’ is belng
blamed for a condition which It had “no
hand In making."

PROTESTS MAILED,

In elreulars malled to every negro hotuss-
hold In the nelghborhood affected, It Is ane
nerted that “the South Street Business
Men's Associntlon has, by n petitlon, re-
ruested the withdrawal of colored pollcemen
from South strect and the Department of
Publle Safety has granted |e. If the colared
pollecemen nre objectlonable 2o the mer-
chants of South stroet, so should tha colorad
customers b, who make It ponsible for
them 1o exint. We want every colored per«
ron to withhold his patronage from the
ntores on this street conducted by white
morchants, even If ut a sacrifice, and malke
purchases at other places.'

AMr. Levy sald that about a month ago
"the merchants went of 11th street com-
plained to us of the IneMelent pollos pro-
tection. The public was held up and robbed
In the broad daylight at the Intersections
of South street with 12th and 13th stroets
We went to the Director of Public Safety
and asked for better pollice protestion, also
for mountad officers. There was abrolutaly
nothing sald about certain oMeers, The Di-
rector evidently has acted for the good of
the service, Now como some persons egging
on the colored people for political purposes.
The better element of the negroes is getting
the blame which should be put on rowdies
who comoe from other sectiona of the clty.
The better elament should be glad If a more
efliclent police protection s granted them.*

BISHOP COPPIN'S VIEWS,
Bishop L. J. Coppln, & member of o com-
mitteo which recently drafted the resolution
sotting In operntion the boycott by negroes
against the South street merchunts, asserted
that the white merchants now have virtus
ally o monopoly on trading conditio
but that sentiment imong members of I?ﬁ
race wias growing to such an extent tha
negro business houses may very shortly
e opened to compets with the stores now
in operation.

“One man alone has promised to give
$1000 toward a fund which will be raised to
establish negroes in business™ hs sald.
“Preparedness, you know, la a pretly good
thing.”

Philadelphis has about 100 negro police-
men, Bishop Coppin sald, and members of
thelr ruce fear thut this Is slmply o move
to eliminate negroes from the police depart-
ment,

“Weo want to know why this removal has
been necomplished.” he asserted. “If |t
wire because negro policemen have boen

what fa to be done with them—in what
section of the clty are they 1o be sent? It
is osrtainly untrug that negroes do not
rempect members of thelr own race who are
In authority, 1 have 1000 men under me,
und they respect mo wus much as the
Kalser's men reapect him."
